School Report. 


In presenting a report of the schools, I can truly say, 
that there has been considerable improvement during the 
past year. You have had good teachers, and, generally, 
a warm interest has been manifested on the part of parents 
for the progress of their children. Parental encourage- 
ment, combined with efficient training in the school-room, 
cannot fail to produce the best results in the inquiring 
minds of the young pupil. The Prudential Committees 
have exhibited good judgment in selecting instructors for 
the past year. Your school-rooms are generally in good 
repair. and are quite commodious. I notice that the 
school houses in Districts No. 8, 10 and 11 have been re- 
paired some during the past season. But I would sug- 
gest to the inhabitants of those Districts to exert them- 
selves still more, and make their scbool-rooms pleasant 
resorts for both teachers and scholars. You will never re- 
gret the few dollars expended for so laudable a purpose. 

The Summer and Fall terms of District No. 1 were 
taught by Mrs. B. D. Colburn, who has instructed the 
same school for the past two years, with a success gained 
by long experience in developing the minds of the young. 

The Summer and Fall terms of District No. 2 were con- 
tinued under the direction of Miss Eva S. Wyatt, the

teacher of last year. From ill health, she was unable to 
do justice to herself and scholars, and her school was not 
up to the standard of former years. Still, it was as good 
as could be expected under the circumstances. The 
Winter term was taught by your former superintendent, 

S.D. Baker. As would be expected from his past ex- 
perience, he taught a good common-sense school. The 
scholars passed a creditable examination, and seemed to 
enjoy themselves well under the guidance of such an able 
and experienced instructor. | 

The Summer and Winter terms of District No. 3 were 
instructed by Miss Effie M. Spaulding. She is a young 
lady of some experience. Her scholars were attentive 
and made excellent progress under her judicious training. 
She seems to have a talent for teaching in the mest» ap- 
proved manner. 

District No. 4 secured the services of Mrs. Hattie F. 
Smalley of Lebanon, a lady of experience, who taught 
both the Summer and Winter terms, with marked success. 
During the year she has raised the school from an un- 
diciplined collection of boys and girls, to a well trained 
band of young students. The parents may well be proud 
of the improvements made in cheis school during the past 
season. 

I scarcely need speak of Miss Susie C. Simpson of Dis- 
trict No: 5, for she has been so long connected with that 
school that she seems almost a necessary fixture in the 
school-room of that District for tne present well-being and 
future development of its scholars. Her school is a model 
of order and thorough culture. It is a pleasure to spend 
a half-day at her examinations, and witness the precision 
with which everything moves in her presence. 

Miss Elliott is still teaching in the Primary Department 
of District No. 6. As usual, her teaching is excellent ; 
and the pupils have made good progress during the year. 
The Summer and Fall terms of the Grammar School ‘were 
taught by Miss Austin. She was a faithful teacher and 
did all she could to encourage the scholars in their studies. 
She was-generally loved by her pupils. Under her in- 
struction the school made very good progress. Dr. J. W. 
Heath took charge during the winter. He was thorough 
in every respect. What was done was well done. It was

The school has not the 
advantages of those with more funds, but the young man 
was faithful to his trust, and the scholars bent every 
faculty to the improvement of their minds during their 
short, yearly term. As a result, they made as good im- 
provement as any school in town. 

District No. 9. Summer and Fall terms were taught by 
Miss Lottie Mulligan. Her schools were well managed, 
and the pupils made. good improvements much to the 
satisfaction of both parents and teacher. 

District No. 11 had a Summer and a Fall term, both 
under the management of Mr. C. S. Coffin. Mr. Coffin 
succeeded in gaining a good interest among parents and 
children. His numbers were small, but the pupils madea 
marked progress io their studies. 

The last year’s method of an equal division of school 
funds has been of great benefit to the small Districts. I 
would advise the same manner of division for the coming 
year. Annexed is a tabular report of your schools, as 
compiled from your Committee’s report to the State 
Suprentendent. 

To the supporters and patrons of our public schools, I 
would say: Continue to encourage your teachers; have 
a care over your scholars, and you will be rewarded by a 


constant improvement in your common schools.
